Kissinger says the prisoners 
are to be brought out in

Washington has been very 
flexible on how the money is 
used. No rigid guidelines have 
been set and the judgment of 
local officials is being relied 
upon, he said. 
Basically, 
Vinson 
said, 
th ere 
are 
eight 
broad 
categories 
in 
which 
the 
money may be spent. They 
a r e 
p u b l i c 
s a f e t y , 
tr a n sp o r ta tio n , 
h ea lth , 
recreation, social services for 
the poor and aged, financial 
administration, libraries, and 
environmental protection. 
An area in which revenue 
funds 
cannot 
be 
spent, 
Vinson said, is the area of 
general administration, such 
as expenditures in the city 
manager’s office, a legislative 
council, or a county court. 
Vinson said the revenue - 
sharing office doesn’t like to 
rule on whether or not an 
expenditure 
is eligible for 
fear of creating guidelines. 
The 
more 
guidelines, 
the 
office establishes, the more 
restricted the cities become 
in spending their money. 


All 
the 
office does is 
analyze the expenditure to 
see if it is eligible, Vinson 
said, which is something local 
officials can do just as well. 
“If you can’t justify it 
(the 
expenditure) in your 
own mind,” he said, “you’re 
on dangerous ground.” 
The federal government 
distributed $5.3 billion in 
1972 under the revenue - 
sharing 
program . 
That 
amount will rise to $6.43 
billion by 1976, the year the 
program is scheduled to end. 
One-third of the money is 
given 
to 
the 
state 
and 
t w o - t h ir d s 
to 
lo c a l 
governments. 
T h e 
a m o u n t 
each 
governmental unit is given is 
determined by its population 
multiplied by its tax effort, 
then divided by the relative 
per capita income of the 
population. 
V in son 
w arned 
the 
officials not to use revenue - 
sharing 
funds 
to 
reduce 
taxes. The reduction in taxes 
w ill 
mean 
a 
reduction 
in future revenue - sharing 
funds, he said. 
Vinson said the revenue- 
sharing figures released just 
after the passage of the bill 
by Congress were inaccurate 
because they were based on 
outdated statistics compiled 
in 1966-67. 
A 
special 
survey 
was 
c o m p i l e d 
f o r 
t h e 
revenue-sharing office to give 
more accurate statistics. The 
result was that many cities 
received less revenue than 
they had anticipated.

Williams testified he saw 
the boy pick up the ax as his 
father approached and that 
the gun discharged the first 
time when John Jr. hit his 
father across the hand. He 
said he saw the boy strike his 
father three times and that 
the gun went off as Swift fell 
on the porch.

According 
to the U. S. Office of Education, four per cent of the 
borrowers hav e defaulted on their federally -insured 
student loans, leav ing the gov ernment with $10 million 
in unpaid loans. The default rate is four to eight times 
higher than most other ty pes of bank loans because, as 
one banker say s, “ With students, we’re acting in the 
dark. Most of them don’t hav e credit records.” 
When professional collection agents must be sent 
out to track down delinquent borrowers on such a 
sale as this, something is seriously wrong. Surely , the 
parents of these students must realize that integrity is 
as important as higher education, and all citizens must 
fulfill their responsibilities.

TALKING ABOUT RAPE 
It is hard to tell whether the crime of rape is on the 
increase or whether women are more inclined to report 
the offense than in the past. Certainly the subject is 
being discussed openly as nev er before. Now the 
National Public Radio plans to put on a series of fiv e 
broadcasts during the week of J an. 15 -19 in which it 
will ex plore 
the 
topic from the v iewpoint of 
psy chologists, lawy ers, police, rapists and rape v ictims. 
Not too long ago ev en the word “ rape” was taboo 
in the public press. When it was necessary on rare 
occasions to mention the crime, the family newspaper 
referred to it as “ criminal assault.” The women’s 
liberation mov ement has done a lot to bring certain 
aspects of the rape problem out of the dark closet. 
Women were once ashamed to confess that they had 
been raped, and with good reason. Society tended to 
view the victim of rape as a 
“ ruined woman.” Her 
chances of a good marriage were sharply 
diminished. 
Today’s liberated woman is not ashamed 
of being 
raped. But she is very angry at the way society 
deals 
with this crime. To put it bluntly, she think s 
a male- 
dominated society , especially as represented by the 
police and the courts, doesn’t treat the crime as 
seriously as it should. 
A certain skeptical attitude toward the woman who 
claims she was raped does in fact run through much of 
the serious literature and the casual commentary on 
this crime. Women’s liberation leaders think this 
reflects a prev ailing masculine attitude of suspicion 
toward women. They think many men tend to be 
ov er-tolerant of an ex cessiv e degree of male sex ual 
aggression. Such men believ e a woman’s “ no” often 
means “ y es” . They hav e little sy mpathy for the 
women who “ leads them on.” Women hav e too often 
heard the comment of a male that “ she [the rape 
v ictim] was asking for it.” 
In any case, a v ery real dilemma faces the woman 
subjected to 
a rape attack. A recent case in 
Washington, D. C., illustrates this. A man accused of 
raping two univ ersity students was acquitted because 
the jurors felt the girls had not struggled enough. 
(After the acquittal the judge told the jury the accused 
had confessed the crime but the confession had not 
been admissible as ev idence.) Police adv ise women not 
to resist a rapist if they don’t want to be beaten up. 
This leav es the woman with a poor choice: Either she 
submits and is considered a willing partner in the act. 
Or she demonstrates her innocence by resisting and 
winds up in the hospital -- or the morgue.

MOSCOW (AP) - “With 
regret I leave a paradise of 
art and of taste. " 
A Swiss art book publisher 
wrote this in George Costakis' 
guest book after seeing his 
unique private collection of 
avant-garde Russian art. 
Every year hundreds of vis­ 
iting art lovers, scholars and 
critics, Soviet and foreign, find 
their way to Costakis’ 15th floor 
apartment in one of the scores 
of new high-rise buildings in 
southwest Moscow. 
Costakis’ flat and that of his 
daughter are joined to form 
seven rooms and a long pas­ 
sageway. all hung from floor to 
ceiling with works that hold 
mode r n a r t e n t h u s i a s t s 
spellbound. 
Art of this type is not exhib­ 
ited in Soviet museums, but 
Costakis says there has never 
been any objection to his put­ 
ting together a private collec­ 
tion or showing it to friends and 
acquaintances. 
Classic avant-gardists Marc 
Chagall and Vasily Kandinsky 
are represented in the Costakis 
collection by about a dozen 
works each, mostly painted be­ 
fore they left Russia to win 
fame in Germany, Paris and 
New York.

W ASHINGTON (AP) - 
The 
nation’s 
capital

farewell today to Lyndon B. 
Johnson in the Congress he 
served for 23 years and the 
church he attended as the 
36th President. 
“ The years w ill be lonely 
without him,’’ eulogized a 
close friend, Marvin Watson, 
minutes before the coffin 
was carried off to burial in 
the Texas hill country.

first,

sunshine, it was borne from 
the

Congress to four bursts of 
“ Ruffles and Flourishes’’ and 
“ Hail to the Chief” from a 
Coast Guard band as some 
2,000 people stood in total

grounds.

City Christian Church, came 
a final tribute from Watson,

P r e s id e n t’s 
appointments secretary, and 
the rector, Dr. George Davis.

Johnson’s “ devotion to his 
country” and his “ restraint 
in the uses of power,” while 
Davis said “ for him, religion 
was life.”

The jury, composed of 10

deliberated about 45 minutes 
before reaching the decision 
to acquit Swift on grounds of 
excusable homicide. 
The youth was shot once 
in the stomach with a .22- 
caliber pistol on July 27, 
1972, and died eight days 
later 
in 
Chaffee 
General 
Hospital. 
Principal witnesses for the 
state were Thomas Swift, 15, 
and Gloria Swift, 16, brother 
and sister of the deceased 
youth. 
Both 
testified 
the 
family was at the home of 
their 
grandfather, 
Robert 
Austin, near Wyatt on the 


day of the shooting. 
Ac c or di ng 
t o their 
testimony, Thomas and John 
Swift Jr. went to the home 
of Cleve Williams, a neighbor 
of their grandfather, and an 
argument and fight between 
the two boys erupted.

Not too long ago even the word “rape” was taboo 
in the public press. When it was necessary on rare 
occasions to mention the crime, the family newspaper 
referred to it as “criminal assault.” The women’s 
liberation movement has done a lot to bring certain 
aspects of the rape problem out of the dark closet. 
Women were once ashamed to confess that they had 
been raped, and with good reason. Society tended to 
view the victim of rape as a “ruined woman.” Her 
chances of a good marriage were sharply diminished. 
Today’s liberated woman is not ashamed of being 
raped. But she is very angry at the way society deals 
with this crime. To put it bluntly, she thinks a male- 
dominated society, especially as represented by the 
police and the courts, doesn’t treat the crime as 
seriously as it should. 
A certain skeptical attitude toward the woman who 
claims she was raped does in fact run through much of 
the serious literature and the casual commentary on 
this crime. Women’s liberation leaders think this 
reflects a prevailing masculine attitude of suspicion 
toward women. They think many men tend to be 
over-tolerant of an excessive degree of male sexual 
aggression. Such men believe a woman’s “no” often 
means “yes”. They have little sympathy for the 
women who “leads them on.” Women have too often 
heard the comment of a male that “she [the rape 
victim] was asking for it.” 
In any case, a very real dilemma faces the woman 
subjected 
to 
a 
rape attack. 
A recent 
case in 
Washington, D. C., illustrates this. A man accused of 
raping two university students was acquitted because 
the jurors felt the girls had not struggled enough. 
(After the acquittal the judge told the jury the accused 
had confessed the crime but the confession had not 
been admissible as evidence.) Police advise women not 
to resist a rapist if they don’t want to be beaten up. 
This leaves the woman with a poor choice: Either she
